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INTRODUCTION 

This  report  covers  the  48th  year  for  which  lists  of  interceptions  have 
been  published.  It  summarizes  records  of  plant  pests  found  in,  on,  or 
with  plants,  plant  products,  baggage,  cargo,  mail,  and  means  of  con¬ 
veyance  (1)  imported  into  or  entering  the  United  States  or  its  possessions, 
(2)  offered  for  entry  but  refused,  (3)  held  in  quarters  or  stores  of  planes 
or  ships,  (4)  offered  for  entry  for  immediate  transportation  and  exporta¬ 
tion  in  bond,  (5)  in  domestic  shipments  to  the  mainland  from  the  States 
of  Alaska  and  Hawaii,  the  American  Virgin  Islands,  Guam,  Puerto  Rico, 
and  other  offshore  possessions,  or  (6)  in  preclearance  inspection  in  the 
Bahamas  and  Bermuda. 

The  pests  listed  include  insects,  snails,  bacteria,  fungi,  nematodes, 
and  viruses  of  known  or  potential  plant  quarantine  significance  to  the 
United  States.  Some  common  organisms  are  included  if  they  are  new  to 
the  country  of  origin  or  the  host  plant,  or  are  of  such  limited  distribution 
in  the  United  States  that  they  are  worthy  of  mention. 

The  data  for  this  list  include  identifications  received  from  the  spe¬ 
cialists  during  the  fiscal  year  1961  and  represent  some  interceptions  made 
during  previous  years.  Determinations  are  largely  made  by  specialists 
of  the  Entomology  Research  Division  and  the  Plant  Quarantine  Division, 
although  a  certain  amount  of  this  work  is  done  by  collaborating  State 
officials.  Snail  identifications  are  made  by  taxonomists  in  the  Division 
of  Mollusks,  U.S.  National  Museum.  Some  critical  studies  and  identifi¬ 
cations  are  made  by  specialists  of  the  Crops  Research  Division,  who  also 
identify  many  of  the  host  plants. 

Scientific  names  of  the  insects  are  reviewed  by  the  specialists  who 
identify  them  and  also  by  Mr.  Paul  X.  Peltier,  entomologist,  who  assists 
in  the  compilation.  Mrs.  Alice  J.  Watson,  mycologist,  assists  with  the 
disease  list.  Host  names  are  reviewed  by  Dr.  Bernice  G.  Schubert  of  the 
New  Crops  Research  Branch.  Every  effort  is  made  to  conform  to  the 
International  Rules  of  Nomenclature.  However,  in  the  disease  tabula¬ 
tion  the  name  of  the  stage  found  is  usually  listed  rather  than  the  perfect 
stage.  Family  names  are  listed  with  the  insects  in  the  tabulation; 
orders  are  shown  in  the  host  list.  Classes  of  the  diseases  are  given  in  the 
disease  host  list. 
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It  is  often  difficult  to  trace  the  true  origin  of  stores  in  planes  and  ships. 
Questionable  cases  are  omitted,  listed  with  a  question  mark,  or  shown  as 
unknown.  Pests  of  a  serious  nature  reported  for  the  first  time  from  a 
country  are  usually  listed  as  from  an  unknown  origin  or  omitted  until 
confirmation  of  the  presence  of  the  pest  is  given  by  the  country  concerned. 

NOTES  ON  PESTS  INTERCEPTED 

The  total  number  of  interceptions  for  the  fiscal  year  1961  was  25,575, 
as  compared  with  30,230  the  previous  year.  This  does  not  include 
common  pests  which  are  widespread  in  this  country  and  are  no  longer 
recorded.  Of  the  total,  8,808  were  considered  of  enough  importance  to 
be  listed.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  interceptions  may  be  due  in 
part  to  the  increased  efforts  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Division  to  educate 
the  public  through  the  use  of  movies  (“The  Hidden  Menace”  and  “Don’t 
Bring  Your  Enemy  Home”)  and  various  leaflets  distributed  to  air  and 
ship  lines. 

AIRBORNE  MATERIAL 

Interceptions  of  pests  arriving  by  air  totaled  8,722,  of  which  7,968  were 
insects  or  snails  and  754  diseases  or  nematodes.  There  were  199  inter¬ 
ceptions  of  significant  insects  found  as  stowaways  on  airplanes.  Among 
the  important  airborne  pests  were  69  interceptions  of  the  European  cherry 
fruit  fly,  3  of  khapra  beetle,  109  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  28  of  a 
chafer,  Melolontha  melolontha,  7  of  the  Mexican  fruit  fly,  30  of  the  olive 
fruit  fly,  4  of  the  oriental  fruit  fly,  15  of  the  pink  bollworm,  72  of  the 
West  Indian  fruit  fly,  153  of  the  black  spot  of  citrus,  18  of  citrus  canker, 
55  of  the  sweet  orange  scab,  and  5  of  the  golden  nematode. 

FRUIT  FLIES 

A  total  of  685  fruit  fly  interceptions  were  identified  to  species  as  follows: 

Anastrepha  ludens,  the  Mexican  fruit  fly,  was  intercepted  151  times,  149  from 
Mexico  and  2  from  Guatemala.  The  hosts  were  cherimoya,  grapefruit,  mango, 
pomegranate,  quince,  sour  orange,  sweet  lime,  and  sweet  orange. 

Anastrepha  mombinpraeoptans,  the  West  Indian  fruit  fly  (142  times),  in  mamey 
sapote,  mango,  purple  mombin,  tropical  almond,  and  yellow  mombin  from  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Virgin  Islands,  Colombia,  Costa  Rica,  Cuba,  Dominican  Republic,  El  Salvador, 
Guatemala,  Haiti,  Honduras,  Jamaica,  Mexico,  Nicaragua,  Panama,  Puerto  Rico, 
Trinidad,  and  the  West  Indies  (island(?)). 

Anastrepha  serpentina  (4  times)  in  mamey  sapote  in  air  baggage  from  Mexico  and 
Nicaragua,  in  star-apple  in  air  baggage  from  Nicaragua,  and  in  Tempisque  jungleplum 
in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Anastrepha  suspensa  (twice)  on  airplane  window  from  Puerto  Rico  (?)  and  in  guava 
in  air  baggage  from  Puerto  Rico. 

Ceratitis  capitata,  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  (195  times),  an  adult  female  in  an 
airplane  from  Hawaii,  and  larvae  in  apple,  apricot,  Arabian  coffee  berry,  cherry, 
Coffea  sp.  berry,  fig,  grape,  grapefruit,  guava,  jujube,  lemon,  loquat,  Mandarin  orange, 
mango,  pawpaw,  peach,  pear,  pomegranate,  pricklypear,  quince,  soda-apple  night¬ 
shade  fruit,  sweet  orange,  and  tropical  almond.  The  countries  of  origin  were:  Argen¬ 
tina,  Azores,  Brazil,  Costa  Rica,  Cyprus,  Greece,  Hawaii,  Iran,  Israel,  Italy,  Lebanon, 
Peru,  Portugal,  Republic  of  South  Africa,  Spain,  Turkey,  United  Arab  Republic,  and 
an  unknown  origin.  C.  capitata  (?)  (19  times)  in  Arabian  coffee  berry,  Coffea  sp. 
berry,  fig,  Musa  sp.  fruit,  pepper,  pomegranate,  sweet  orange,  and  tropical  almond 
from  Greece,  Hawaii,  Italy,  and  Spain. 

Ceratitis  colae( ?)  (once)  in  Sudan  colanut  in  aircargo  from  Nigeria. 

Dacus  cucurbitae,  the  melon  fly  (5  times),  in  cucumber,  tomato,  and  zucchini  squash 
in  stores  from  Hawaii.  D.  cucurbitae  (?)  (twice)  in  cucumber  in  air  stores  and  stores 
from  Hawaii. 

Dacus  dorsalis,  the  oriental  fruit  fly  (22  times),  in  banana,  guamachil  apesearring 
pod,  Indiapoon  beauty  leaf  fruit,  lychee  nut,  mail  package,  mango,  Ochrosia  elliptica 
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fruit,  pitanga,  and  tropical  almond  from  Guam,  Fiji(?),  and  Hawaii.  D.  dorsalis( ?) 
(12  times)  in  agati  sesbania,  betel  palm  nut,  guava,  mango,  ti  berry,  and  tropical 
almond  from  Hawaii. 

Dacus  oleae,  the  olive  fruit  fly  (57  times),  with  baggage  and  in  olive  in  air  baggage, 
air  stores  and  baggage  from  Austria  (?),  Cyprus,  Greece,  Italy,  Lebanon,  and  an 
unknown  origin. 

D.  oleae( ?)  (once)  in  green  olive  from  Italy. 

Euleia  heraclei  (once)  in  celery  in  stores  from  Germany. 

Rhagoletis  alternata( ?)  (once)  in  rosaceous  berry  in  baggage  from  Italy. 

Rhagoletis  cerasi,  the  European  cherry  fruit  fly  (69  times),  in  cherry  in  air  baggage, 
air  quarters,  and  air  stores  from  Czechoslovakia,  Denmark,  France,  Germany,  Greece, 
Hungary,  Israel(?),  Italy,  Netherlands,  Poland,  Portugal,  Spain,  and  an  unknown 
origin.  R.  cerasi( ?)  (once)  in  cherry  from  Italy. 

INSECTS  OTHER  THAN  FRUIT  FLIES 

The  following  insects  of  special  significance  were  intercepted : 

Acrolepia  assectella  (Hyponomeutidae)  in  leek  in  stores  from  France,  Italy,  and 
Spain. 

Adoxophyes  orana  (Tortricidae)  in  apple  in  air  stores  and  peach  in  air  baggage  from 
an  unknown  origin;  and  on  cut  roses  in  air  baggage  from  the  Netherlands. 

Aleurocanthus  spiniferus  (Aleyrodidae)  on  sour  orange  leaf  in  stores  from  Japan. 

Aleurocanlhus  woglumi  (Aleyrodidae),  the  citrus  blackfly  (8  times),  on  Citrus  sp.  leaf 
in  air  baggage  from  Nicaragua  and  baggage  from  Mexico,  on  lime  leaf  in  cargo  from 
Mexico,  and  on  sweet  orange  leaf  in  quarters  from  Jamaica. 

Aspidiotus  destructor  (Coccidae)  (19  times)  on  coconut  in  air  baggage  from  Honduras 
and  Mexico,  baggage  and  cargo  from  Mexico,  quarters  from  the  Bahamas,  and  stores 
from  Costa  Rica,  Mexico,  Panama,  and  the  Philippines;  on  kentia  palm  in  stores  from 
the  Philippines ;  on  oleander  in  quarters  from  the  Bahamas ;  on  palm  seed  in  air  baggage 
from  Cuba;  on  rose  leaf  in  baggage  from  Tortola;  on  screwpine  in  aircargo  from 
Indonesia;  and  on  sugar-apple  and  sweet  orange  in  baggage  from  Cuba. 

Blissus  diplopterus  (Lygaeidae)  on  hakea  seed  in  mail  from  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa. 

Brachycerus  algirus  (Curculionidae)  in  garlic  in  cargo  from  Spain. 

Brevipalpus  chilensis  (Tenuipalpidae)  on  grape  in  aircargo  and  cargo,  on  lemon  in 
air  stores,  and  on  reed  jacket  for  liquor  in  air  baggage  from  Chile. 

Bruchus  tristis  (Bruchidae)  in  broadbean  in  baggage,  grass  pea  in  baggage  and  mail, 
and  white  lupine  seed  in  baggage  from  Italy;  and  in  pea  in  stores  from  Greece. 

Cacaecimorpha  (Ar chips)  pronubana  (Tortricidae)  in  chayote  and  pomegranate  in 
baggage  from  Italy. 

Carposina  niponensis  (Carposinidae)  in  apple  in  stores  from  Japan. 

Ceroplastes  rubens  (Coccidae)  on  anthurium  leaf  in  mail  and  made  alyxia  in  baggage 
and  mail  from  Hawaii. 

Chilo  suppressalis  (Crambidae),  the  Asiatic  rice  borer  (16  times),  in  rice  straw  in  air 
baggage  from  Japan,  baggage  from  Formosa,  Spain,  and  an  unknown  origin,  and  mail 
and  stores  from  Japan. 

Coccus  viridis  (Coccidae)  (40  times)  on  Brazil  peppertree,  Citrus  sp.  twig,  coffee 
berry  and  leaf,  Gardenia  spp.,  guava,  horseshoe  geranium,  ixora,  jasmine,  and  lychee 
from  Barbados,  Brazil,  Cuba,  Hawaii,  Madeira  Islands,  and  St.  Kitts. 

Coptotermes  niger  (Rhinotermitidae)  in  rosewood  log  in  cargo  from  Brazil  and  in 
virola  log  in  cargo  from  Costa  Rica. 

Cryptoblabes  gnidiella  (Phycitidae)  (18  times)  in  bamboo  in  baggage  from  Italy,  on 
cockscomb  cut  flower  in  baggage  from  Greece,  in  lemon  in  air  stores  from  Spain,  on 
oleander  cutting  in  air  baggage  from  Bermuda,  in  pomegranate  in  air  baggage  from 
Israel  and  baggage  from  Italy,  and  in  sweet  orange  in  air  baggage  from  Italy  and  air 
stores  and  stores  from  Spain. 

Cylas  formicarius  (Curculionidae)  in  sweetpotato  in  aircargo  and  cargo  from  Hong 
Kong  and  Thailand. 

Dialeurodes  kirkaldyi  (Aleyrodidae)  on  Arabian  jasmine  in  mail  and  on  frangipani 
cutting  in  air  baggage  from  Hawaii,  on  gardenia  in  air  baggage  from  Tahiti,  and  on 
jasmine  in  aircargo  from  the  Philippines. 

Diaspis  juniperi  (Coccidae)  on  Lawson  falsecypress  in  cargo  from  the  Netherlands. 

Dichocrocis  punctiferalis  (Pyraustidae)  on  Japanese  white  pine  in  baggage  from 
Japan  and  on  rambutan  in  air  baggage  from  the  Federation  of  Malaya. 

Dyspessa  ulula  (Cossidae)  in  garlic  in  cargo  from  Italy  and  Spain  and  stores  from 
Yugoslavia. 

E arias  cupreoviridis  (Noctuidae)  in  okra  in  stores  from  British  West  Africa. 
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Ectomyelois  ceratoniae  (Phycitidae)  (33  times)  in  almond,  Arabian  coffee,  assorted 
seed,  barringtonia  pod,  English  walnut,  goldenshower  senna  pod,  pomegranate, 
quince,  sweet  orange,  and  tamarind  seed  pod.  Countries  of  origin  were  Africa  (coun¬ 
try  (?)),  Greece,  Hawaii,  Israel,  Italy,  Jamaica,  Montserrat,  Philippines,  Portugal, 
Puerto  Rico,  and  Turkey. 

Epichorista  ionephela  (Tortricidae)  on  Cape  chinkerichee  in  cargo  and  mail  from  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa. 

Epilachna  28-punctata  (Coccinellidae)  in  cabbage  in  stores  from  Australia. 

Epinotia  aporema  (Olethreutidae)  in  broadbean  in  air  baggage  from  Ecuador  and  in 
pigeonpea  in  air  baggage  from  Jamaica. 

Euscepes  postfasciatus  (Curculionidae)  in  sweetpotato  in  stores  from  Brazil  and 
Trinidad. 

Evergestis  forficalis  (Pyraustidae)  in  cauliflower  in  stores  from  Norway. 

Frankliniella  intonsa  (Thripidae)  (17  times)  on  carnation,  gladiolus,  mixed 'cut 
flowers,  rose,  strawflower,  and  sweetpea  in  air  baggage  from  Denmark,  England, 
France,  Germany,  Hungary,  Poland,  and  Sweden;  and  on  rose  in  cargo  from  France. 

Gnorimoschema  ocellatella  (Gelechiidae)  in  beet  in  air  baggage  from  Italy  and  stores 
from  the  United  Arab  Republic. 

Grapholitha  janthianaC?)  (Olethreutidae)  in  apple  in  air  baggage  and  baggage  from 
Austria,  Rumania,  and  Yugoslavia  and  in  air  stores  from  an  unknown  origin. 

Lampides  boeticus  (Lycaenidae)  in  broadbean  in  stores  from  the  United  Arab 
Republic  and  in  mauna  loa  lei  in  air  baggage  and  baggage  from  Hawaii. 

Laspeyresia  splendana  (Olethreutidae)  (29  times)  in  chestnut  in  air  baggage  and 
baggage  from  Germany,  Italy,  Portugal,  Spain,  Turkey,  and  Yugoslavia  and  in  cargo 
from  Italy. 

Laspeyresia  strobilella  (Olethreutidae)  in  pine  cone  in  baggage  from  England;  and  in 
spruce  cone  in  air  baggage  and  baggage  from  Germany  and  an  unknown  origin. 

Lobesia  botrana  (Olethreutidae)  in  grape  in  air  baggage  from  Italy  and  Lebanon. 

Mamestra  brassicae  (Noctuidae)  in  Brassica  sp.  in  stores  from  Japan,  in  cabbage  in 
stores  from  England,  France,  Germany,  Italy,  and  the  Netherlands,  in  cauliflower  in 
stores  from  Tanganyika,  and  in  parsley  in  stores  from  Italy. 

Maruca  testulalis  (Pyraustidae)  (35  times)  in  cargo  (with  celery  and  chayote)  from 
Puerto  Rico,  in  jade  flower(?)  and  mauna  loa  lei  in  air  baggage  and  baggage  from 
Hawaii,  in  pigeonpea  in  air  baggage,  airmail,  and  cargo  from  Puerto  Rico,  in  sesbania 
in  air  baggage  and  mail  from  Hawaii,  and  in  string  bean  in  air  baggage,  airmail,  and 
cargo  from  Puerto  Rico  and  stores  from  Brazil  and  Japan. 

Megastes  grandalis  (Pyraustidae)  in  sweetpotato  in  stores  from  Brazil. 

Melolontha  melolontha  (Scarabaeidae),  a  chafer  (28  times),  as  stowaway  on  airplane 
from  France. 

Nilotaspis  halli  (Coccidae)  on  Prunus  sp.  scion  in  aircargo  from  Iran. 

Ostrinia  ( Pyrausta )  nubilalis  (Pyraustidae)  in  broomcorn  stalk  in  baggage  and 
cargo  from  Italy  and  in  mail  from  Yugoslavia,  in  chestnut  in  air  baggage  from  Italy, 
on  chrysanthemum  in  air  baggage  from  Japan,  with  military  cargo  from  Spain,  and  in 
string  bean  in  stores  from  Japan. 

Oulema  ( Lema )  melanopa  (Chrysomelidae)  in  soil  with  heather  plant  in  baggage 
from  Germany  and  on  unidentified  plant  in  cargo  from  the  Netherlands. 

Parlatoria  zizyphus  (Coccidae)  (49  times)  on  Citrus  sp.  leaf,  grapefruit,  lemon, 
Mandarin  orange,  pummelo,  sour  and  sweet  lime,  and  sweet  orange  from  Algeria, 
Cameroun,  China,  Formosa,  Gambia,  Hong  Kong,  Israel,  Italy,  Japan,  Liberia, 
Okinawa,  Philippines,  Spain,  Thailand,  and  an  unknown  origin. 

Pectinophora  gossypiella  (Gelechiidae),  the  pink  bollworm  (33  times),  in  bale  of 
cotton  in  cargo  from  India;  in  bale  of  cotton  motes  in  cargo  from  Brazil;  in  cotton  boll 
in  air  baggage  from  Haiti,  Hawaii,  Italy,  and  Turkey,  baggage  from  Mexico,  and  mail 
from  Hawaii;  in  cottonseed  in  air  baggage  from  Brazil  and  Grand  Cayman,  baggage 
from  Mexico,  cargo  from  Hong  Kong  and  the  United  Arab  Republic,  and  quarters 
from  Mexico;  in  hibiscus  lei  in  air  baggage  from  Cuba;  in  Levant  cotton  boll  in  air 
baggage  from  Trinidad;  in  okra  in  air  baggage  from  the  Dominican  Republic,  Haiti, 
and  Jamaica  and  in  aircargo  and  stores  from  the  Dominican  Republic;  and  in  seed 
cotton  in  quarters  from  Mexico. 

Perkinsiella  saccharicida  (Delphacidae)  on  anthurium  flower  in  air  baggage  from 
Hawaii. 

Phalonia  zephyrana  (Phaloniidae)  in  carrot  in  stores  from  Italy. 

Pieris  brassicae  (Pieridae)  on  cabbage  in  stores  from  Italy,  on  lettuce  in  stores 
from  the  Azores,  and  with  military  cargo  from  Greece  and  Morocco. 

Pityogenes  chalcographus  (Scolytidae)  in  conifer  dunnage  from  Belgium  and  Germany. 
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Prays  oleellus  (Hyponomeutidae)  in  olive  leaf  cutting  and  fruit  in  air  baggage  and 
baggage  from  Italy. 

Prodenia  litura  (Noctuidae)  in  pepper  in  stores  from  Israel. 

Rhynchites  auratus  (Curculionidae)  in  sloe  seed  in  mail  from  Scotland. 

Sesamia  cretica  (Noctuidae),  the  durra  stem  borer,  in  sorghum  stalk  in  cargo  from 
Italy. 

Stenoma  catenifer  (Stenomidae)  (23  times)  in  avocado  in  air  baggage  and  baggage 
from  Brazil,  Colombia,  Ecuador,  El  Salvador,  Guatemala,  Honduras,  Mexico, 
Nicaragua,  and  Panama. 

Taeniothrips  gracilis  (Thripidae)  (18  times)  on  amaryllis  bulb  in  cargo  from  Japan, 
on  cut  gladiolus  in  air  baggage  from  Bermuda,  on  Lycoris  spp.  bulbs  in  cargo  from 
Japan,  on  polyanthus  narcissus  bulb  in  air  baggage  from  Formosa,  and  on  sweetpea 
in  air  baggage  from  Bermuda. 

Tetranychus  viennensis  (Tetranychidae)  on  apple  in  air  baggage  from  Germany,  air 
stores  from  an  unknown  origin,  and  stores  from  Japan. 

Thrips  major  (Thripidae)  on  fig  in  air  baggage  from  Italy,  on  heather  in  air  bag¬ 
gage  from  Germany,  on  lily-of-the-valley  in  air  quarters  from  an  unknown  origin,  on 
mixed  cut  flowers  in  air  baggage  from  Denmark  and  Scotland,  and  on  roses  in  air 
baggage  from  the  Azores,  England,  France,  and  Germany  and  in  aircargo  from  France. 

Trogoderma  granarium  (Dermestidae),  the  khapra  beetle  (202  times),  with  bagging 
(including  used  burlap  and  wrappers  on  cinnamon,  cotton  waste,  guar  gum,  karaya 
gum,  pigeonpea,  rice,  stores,  etc.),  bean,  celery  seed,  chickpea,  cinnamon,  common 
cassava,  cottonseed,  cumin  seed,  debris,  food,  filbert  nut,  ginger  root,  gum,  gum 
arabic,  gum  ghatti,  guar  gum,  gutta-percha,  karaya  gum,  lima  bean,  myrobalan, 
pea,  peanut,  pistache  nut,  quarters  of  ship,  rice,  rye  straw,  stores  (including  bean, 
chickpea,  corn,  flour,  grits,  lentil,  macaroni,  noodles,  pigeonpea,  sesame  seed,  soybean, 
and  miscellaneous  dry  stores),  and  wheat.  Infested  materials  were  from  the  following 
countries:  Ceylon,  China,  England,  Federation  of  Malaya,  Formosa,  France,  Germany, 
Greece,  Hong  Kong,  India,  Iraq,  Italy,  Japan,  Korea,  Kuwait,  Mozambique,  Nether¬ 
lands,  Nigeria,  Pakistan,  Philippines^?),  Senegal,  Singapore,  Sudan,  Thailand,  United 
Arab  Republic,  and  an  unknown  origin. 

Unaspis  yanonensi §  (Coccidae),  the  yanone  scale  (467  times),  on  Citrus  aurantium 
var.,  Citrus  sp.,  grapefruit,  ichandarin,  ichang  bitter-orange,  King  orange,  lemon, 
lime,  Mandarin  orange,  sour  orange,  sweet  orange,  and  tangelo  from  Japan  and  the 
Philippines. 

Zeadiatraea  lineolaia  (Crambidae)  in  corn  in  air  baggage  from  Honduras. 

SNAILS 

The  following  snails  of  particular  interest  were  intercepted: 

Bradybaena  similaris  (13  times)  on  various  cut  flowers  and  foliage  in  air  baggage, 
baggage,  cargo,  and  mail  from  Hawaii;  and  in  soil  with  asparagus  plant  in  air  baggage 
from  Bermuda.

Cochlicella  barbara  (26  times)  on  military  cargo  from  France,  Morocco,  Spain,  and 
Turkey;  and  in  soil  in  baggage  from  Italy. 

Cochlicella  conoidea  on  military  cargo  from  Spain. 

Cochlicella  ventrosa  (10  times)  on  military  cargo  from  the  Azores,  Bermuda,  Italy, 
Morocco,  and  an  unknown  origin. 

Euglandina  striata  (17  times)  on  banana  in  cargo  from  Ecuador. 

Ten  species  of  Helicella  were  intercepted  a  total  of  41  times  from  the  Azores,  France, 
Greece,  Italy,  Libya,  Morocco,  Netherlands,  Spain,  Turkey,  and  an  unknown  origin. 
The  hosts  were  cabbage  seed,  camomile,  military  cargo,  nasturtium  seed,  romaine 
lettuce,  soil  sample,  soil  with  automobile,  and  sweet  orange. 

M&nacha  cantiana  on  lettuce  in  stores  from  Italy,  military  cargo  from  France,  and 
unidentified  plant  in  cargo  from  Germany. 

Monacha  carthusiana  on  cabbage  seed  in  baggage  and  on  military  cargo  from  Italy. 

Porphyrobaphe  iostoma  (8  times)  on  banana  in  cargo  from  Ecuador  and  an  unknown 
origin;  and  in  quarters  from  Ecuador. 

Rumina  decollata  in  soil  in  baggage  from  Italy. 

Solaropsis  monile  (3  times)  on  banana  in  cargo  from  Ecuador. 

Subulina  octona  on  bromeliad  plant  in  aircargo  from  Surinam  and  on  avocado 
seedling  in  air  baggage  from  St.  Lucia. 

Theba  pisana,  the  Mediterranean  land  snail  (64  times),  on  camomile  in  aircargo,  on 
military  cargo,  in  quarters,  and  on  beet,  cabbage,  lettuce,  other  mollusks,  and  sweet 
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orange  in  stores  from  the  following  countries:  France,  Italy,  Libya,  Morocco,  Spain, 
Turkey,  and  an  unknown  origin. 

Other  snails  of  potential  economic  importance  were  Cecilioides  acicula,  Cepaea 
hortensis( ?),  Helicina  strebeli ,  Helix  aspersa,  H.  pomatia,  Lamellaxis  gracilis ,  Limax 
marginatus,  L.  maximus,  Otala  lactea,  0.  vermiculata,  Oxychilus  alliarius ,  and  0. 
draparnaldi. 

DISEASES 

Elsinoe  australis,  the  sweet  orange  scab,  was  intercepted  a  total  of  163  times;  98 
from  Brazil,  55  from  Argentina,  7  from  an  unknown  origin,  and  3  from  Uruguay. 
The  hosts  were  grapefruit,  lemon,  lime,  Mandarin  orange,  and  sweet  orange. 

Phoma  citricarpa  (perfect  stage  is  Guignardia  citricarpa  Kiely),  the  black  spot  of 
citrus,  was  intercepted  255  times;  75  of  these  came  from  an  unknown  origin,  46  from 
Japan,  34  from  Hong  Kong,  28  from  Australia,  27  from  the  Republic  of  South  Africa, 
25  from  China,  8  from  Formosa,  3  from  Africa  (country(?)),  2  each  from  Asia  (coun- 
try(?)),  Fiji,  and  Mozambique,  and  1  each  from  Brazil,  New  Zealand,  and  the  West 
Pacific.  The  hosts  were  Citrus  sp.,  citron,  grapefruit,  lemon,  Mandarin  orange, 
pummelo,  sour  orange,  sweet  orange,  and  tangelo. 

Xanthomonas  citri,  citrus  canker,  was  intercepted  127  times;  107  came  from  Japan, 
4  from  Hong  Kong,  3  each  from  China,  Formosa,  India,  and  an  unknown  origin,  2  from 
the  Philippines,  and  1  each  from  Thailand  and  Vietnam.  The  hosts  were  Citrus  sp., 
grapefruit,  ichandarin,  lemon,  lime,  Mandarin  orange,  pummelo,  Satsuma  orange, 
sour  orange,  and  sweet  orange. 

Xanthomonas  sp.  (Cancrosis  B)  was  intercepted  5  times;  3  from  Argentina  and  2 
from  an  unknown  origin,  on  grapefruit  and  lemon. 

Other  pathogens  of  special  interest  were: 

Gymnosporangium  haraeanum  on  pyramid  Chinese  juniper  and  sargent  Chinese 
juniper  in  air  baggage,  aircargo,  and  cargo  from  Japan. 

Phomopsis  occulta  var.  ginkgoina  on  dwarf  ginkgo  tree  in  cargo  from  Japan. 

Phomopsis  palmicola  on  betel  palm  nut  in  mail  from  Guam. 

Phomopsis  pterophila  on  samara  wing  of  European  ash  seed  in  cargo  from  Italy. 

Phyllosticta  salicifoliae  on  irontree  in  air  baggage  from  Australia. 

Phyllostictina  cordylines  on  ti  in  air  baggage  and  aircargo  from  Hawaii. 

Phyllostictina  mangiferae  on  mango  leaf  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Prospodium  perornatum  on  herbarium  specimen  of  trumpet  tree  in  baggage  from 
Mexico. 

Prospodium  pithecoctenii  on  Mexican  monkeycomb  seed  pod  in  air  baggage  and 
baggage  from  Mexico. 

Puccinia  hordei  on  barley  straw  in  mail  from  Kenya.  First  interception  of  this 
pathogen  from  that  country. 

Puccinia  kusanoi  on  bamboo  leaf  in  airmail  from  Japan. 

Puccinia  noccae  on  Lagascea  glandulosa  cutting  in  herbarium  press  in  baggage  from 
Mexico.  New  host  as  far  as  is  known. 

Sphenospora  mera  on  Catasetum  sp.  and  Mormodes  sp.(?)  orchid  leaves  in  aircargo 
from  Peru. 

Sphenospora  saphena  on  Oncidium  pulchellum  orchid  leaf  in  air  baggage  from  Haiti 
and  aircargo  from  Jamaica,  on  Oncidium  sp.  leaf  in  aircargo  from  Peru,  and  on  orchid 
leaf  in  air  baggage  from  Haiti.  S.  saphena( ?)  on  Ionopsis  utricularioides  leaf  in  air 
baggage  from  Jamaica.  This  is  a  new  host  for  this  rust. 

Uredo  nidularii  on  bromeliad  leaf  in  aircargo  from  Costa  Rica  and  on  tillandsia  leaf 
in  baggage  and  cargo  from  Mexico. 

Uredo  oncidii  on  Ornithocephalus  sp.  orchid  leaf  in  aircargo  from  Panama  and  Peru 
and  on  Rodriguezia  sp.(?)  orchid  leaf  in  aircargo  from  Peru. 

Uromyces  aloes  on  Aloe  dewetii,  A.  simii,  and  A.  vryheidensis  in  aircargo  from  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa. 

Uromyces  fabae  (5  times)  on  lentil  in  air  baggage  from  Argentina,  cargo  and  quarters 
from  Chile,  and  stores  from  an  unknown  origin;  and  on  broadbean  in  stores  from  the 
Netherlands.

Criconemoides  mutabile  in  soil  with  flamboyant-tree,  philodendron,  and  unidentified 
plant  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Ditylenchus  dipsaci  in  narcissus  bulb  in  mail  from  England. 

Helicotylenchus  nannus  in  soil  with  asparagus,  botree  fig,  citrus,  Echeveria  sp.,  laurel, 
pepper,  spiderwort,  and  unidentified  plant  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 
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Heterodera  avenae,  the  oat  nematode  (12  times),  in  soil  with  the  following:  Freesia 
bulb  in  cargo  from  England,  garlic  and  onion  in  cargo  and  grape  root  and  lemon  tree  in 
baggage  from  Italy,  potato  in  stores  from  Belgium,  rose  bush  in  mail  from  Germany, 
tulip  bulb  in  cargo  from  Denmark,  and  used  automobile  in  cargo  from  Sweden. 

Heterodera  cacti  (27  times)  in  soil  with  begonia,  cactus,  fern,  garlic,  philodendron, 
tuberose,  railway  car,  and  unidentified  plants  from  Argentina,  Chile,  France,  Germany, 
Italy,  Mexico,  and  Switzerland. 

Heterodera  punctata  (14  times)  in  soil  with  amaryllis,  automobile,  babysbreath, 
begonia,  cactus,  grass  sod,  heather,  philodendron,  railway  car,  rose,  and  unidentified 
plant  from  Austria,  Belgium,  England,  Germany,  Mexico,  Norway,  and  Switzerland. 

Heterodera  rostochiensis,  the  golden  nematode  (29  times),  in  soil  sample  and  soil  with 
chrysanthemum,  shamrock,  and  violet  plants  in  air  baggage;  in  soil  with  strawberry 
plant  in  airmail;  in  soil  with  amaryllis,  begonia,  cactus,  fern,  Haworthia  papillosa,  ivy, 
palm,  peony,  and  unidentified  plant  in  baggage;  in  soil  with  dahlia  root,  Dianthus  sp., 
horseshoe  geranium,  Medinilla  magnifica,  and  rose  plant  in  mail;  and  in  soil  with 
celeriac,  celery,  horseradish,  lettuce,  potato,  and  turnip  in  stores.

Meloidogyne  arenaria,  M.  arenaria  arenaria  (first  interception),  M.  hapla,  M.  in¬ 
cognita,  M.  incognita  acrita,  and  M .  javanica,  rootknot  nematodes,  were  intercepted 
from  Argentina,  England,  Germany,  Guatemala,  Italy,  Japan,  Mexico,  Netherlands, 
and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa.  Hosts  were  roots  of  the  following:  Alocasia,  aspara¬ 
gus,  beet,  caladium,  calla  lily,  capefuchsia,  carrot,  clematis,  common  edelweiss, 
coriander,  Cussonia  sp.,  Euphorbia  multiceps,  fragrant  viburnum,  gardenia,  gerbera, 
rose  bush,  tuberose,  tuberous  begonia,  and  yam. 

Pratylenchus  penetrans  in  dahlia  root  in  mail  from  Australia. 

Pratylenchus  pratensis  in  geranium  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Psilenchus  hilarulus  in  mesembryanthemum  and  in  soil  with  unidentified  plant  in 
baggage  from  Mexico. 

Radopholus  similis  in  anthurium  root  in  baggage  from  Hawaii. 

Scutellonema  brachyurum  in  soil  with  Crassula  sp.  and  African-violet  plants  in 
baggage  from  Mexico. 

Scutellonema  christiei  in  soil  with  philodendron  plant  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Tylenchorhynchus  capitatus  in  soil  .with  citrus  plant  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Tylenchus  costatus  in  soil  with  African-violet  plant  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Tylenchus  filiformis  in  soil  with  African-violet  plant  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

INCOMPLETELY  DETERMINED  PESTS 

Sometimes  it  is  not  possible  to  complete  a  determination  as  to  species, 
due  to  the  stage  or  condition  of  the  insect  or  pathogen  when  intercepted 
or  the  fact  that  it  is  undescribed.  Many  of  these  pests  are  (1)  of  po¬ 
tential  economic  importance,  (2)  unreported  from  the  country  of  origin 
or  the  United  States,  or  (3)  new  to  the  host  plant.  Some  of  the  signifi¬ 
cant  ones  are  included  in  this  writeup,  but  not  in  the  table.  This  year 
there  wtere  2,765  insects,  525  diseases,  and  195  nematodes,  or  a  total  of 
3,485  incompletely  determined  interceptions  considered  important  enough 
to  record. 

INCOMPLETELY  DETERMINED  FRUIT  FLIES 

There  were  230  incompletely  determined  fruit  fly  interceptions  as  follows:

Anastrepha  sp.,  possibly  ludens  (9  times)  in  kaki  persimmon  in  air  baggage  from 
Mexico,  mamey  and  mamey  sapote  in  baggage  from  Mexico,  mango  in  baggage  from 
Mexico  and  quarters  from  Panama,  sweet  orange  in  air  stores  from  Guatemala,  and 
white  sapote  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Anastrepha  sp.,  possibly  mombinpraeoptans  (15  times),  in  avocado  in  air  baggage 
from  El  Salvador;  in  mango  in  air  baggage  from  Aruba,  El  Salvador,  Guatemala,  and 
Panama  and  in  airmail,  baggage,  and  quarters  from  Puerto  Rico;  in  mombin  in 
air  baggage  from  Costa  Rica  and  Guatemala;  in  tropical  almond  in  air  baggage  from 
Jamaica;  and  in  unidentified  fruit  in  baggage  from  Mexico.

Countries  of  origin  were  Argentina,  Barbados, 
Brazil,  British  Honduras,  Colombia,  Costa  Rica,  Dominican  Republic,  Ecuador, 
El  Salvador,  Guatemala,  Honduras,  Jamaica,  Mexico,  Nicaragua,  Panama,  Peru, 
Puerto  Rico,  Trinidad,  an  unknown  origin,  and  Venezuela.  Anastrepha  sp.  (?) 
(twice)  in  Arabian  coffee  berry  in  air  baggage  from  Jamaica  and  Mandarin  orange  in 
air  stores  from  Brazil  (?).

(6  times)  in  apple 
in  air  baggage  from  Mexico,  air  stores  from  an  unknown  origin,  and  baggage  from 
Italy;  in  Crataegus  gray  ana  fruit  in  mail  from  an  unknown  origin;  in  miyama  cherry 
seed  in  mail  from  Japan;  and  in  pear  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Tephritidae,  genus  and  species  of  Tephritinae  (twice)  on  Beilis  sp.  in  air  quarters 
from  an  unknown  origin  and  on  flower  with  seed  in  air  baggage  from  Guatemala. 
Tephritidae,  probably  Tephritinae  (once)  on  composite  flower  in  packing  material  in 
cargo  from  Mexico. 

Tephritidae  (16  times)  in  common  smoketree  seed  in  mail  from  Austria,  globe 
artichoke  leaf  in  air  baggage  from  Italy,  green  pea  in  stores  from  Japan,  guava  in 
airmail  from  Puerto  Rico,  mango  skins  in  air  quarters  from  Brazil,  Osteospermum 
spinosum  seed  in  aircargo  from  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  peach  in  air  baggage 
from  an  unknown  origin,  pepper  in  air  baggage  from  the  Philippines,  Physalis  sp.  in 
cargo  from  Mexico,  plantain  in  air  baggage  from  Hawaii,  pomegranate  in  baggage 
from  Italy,  Satsuma  orange  in  air  baggage  from  Colombia,  shelled  corn  in  air  baggage 
from  Brazil,  and  tropical  almond  in  air  baggage  and  mail  from  Hawaii.

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Athalia  sp.  (Tenthredinidae)  in  petsai  in  stores  from  Japan. 

Athous  sp.  (Elateridae)  in  soil  with  azalea  plant  in  air  baggage  from  Belgium. 

Blastodacna  sp.  (Cosmopterygidae)  in  peach  in  air  stores  from  Italy. 

Blissus  n.  sp.  (Lygaeidae)  on  Andropogon  sp.  grass  sample  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Brachyrhinus  sp.  (Curculionidae)  with  packing  material  in  cargo  from  the  Nether¬ 
lands. 

Cacaecimorpha  sp.,  near  or  pronubana  (Tortricidae),  in  sweet  orange  in  baggage 
from  Italy. 

Ceroplastes  sp.,  may  be  cirripediformis  Comst.  (Coccidae),  on  holly  malpighia  in 
air  baggage  from  Bermuda. 

Ceroplastes  sp.,  may  be  rusci  complex  (Coccidae),  on  Eucalyptus  sp.(?)  leaf  in  air 
baggage  from  India. 

Ceroplastes  sp.  (Coccidae)  on  bird-of-paradise-flower  leaf  in  aircargo  from  Italy,  on 
chrysanthemum  plant  in  air  baggage  from  Venezuela,  on  gardenia  leaf  in  mail  from 
Australia,  on  laurel  in  quarters  from  Italy,  on  mint  plant  in  air  baggage  from  Cuba, 
on  passionflower  in  baggage  and  plumeria  in  air  baggage  from  Hawaii,  and  on  unidenti¬ 
fied  leaf  in  baggage  from  Italy. 

Chirothrips  sp.,  probably  aculeatus  Bgn.  (Thripidae),  on  mixed  cut  flowers  in  air 
baggage  and  nursery  stock  in  cargo  from  Germany. 

Chrysomphalus  sp.,  undescribed  (Coccidae),  on  bromeliad  leaf  in  aircargo  from 
Jamaica. 

Cocotrypes  sp.  (Scolytidae)  in  betel  palm  nut  in  baggage  from  India. 

Coptotermes  sp.,  probably  testaceus  (L.)  (Rhinotermitidae),  in  rosewood  log  in  cargo 
from  Brazil. 

Coptotermes  sp.  (Rhinotermitidae)  in  Paurotis  wrighti  log  in  cargo  from  Mexico. 

Dallasiellus  sp.  (Pentatomidae),  not  in  U.S.  National  Museum  Collection,  on  orchid 
leaf  in  aircargo  from  Nicaragua  and  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Diaprepes  sp.,  evidently  famelicus  (01.)  var.  (Curculionidae),  on  marigold  flower 
in  air  baggage  from  Bermuda. 

Diatraea  sp.,  near  or  considerata  Hein.  (Crambidae),  on  sugarcane  in  baggage  from 
Mexico. 

Diatraea  sp.,  near  or  magnifactella  Dyar  (Crambidae),  on  sugarcane  in  baggage 
from  Mexico. 

Dinurothrips  sp.,  may  be  hookeri  Hood  (Thripidae),  very  pale  for  any  described 
species,  on  orchid  plant  in  aircargo  from  Peru. 

Dysdercus  sp.,  possibly  mavrus  Dist.  (Pyrrhocoridae),  with  bromeliad  plant  in 
airmail  from  Brazil. 

“Eulia”  sp.  (Tortricidae)  in  plum,  peach,  and  grape  in  cargo  from  Chile. 

Eurytoma  sp.  (Eurytomidae)  in  bromeliad  seed  pod  in  aircargo  from  Peru,  with 
kafirbread  seed  in  mail  from  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  and  in  galls  on  eucalyptus 
in  aircargo  from  Australia. 

Euura  sp.  (Tenthredinidae)  in  willow  twig  tie  in  air  baggage  from  Switzerland. 

Euzophora  sp.,  near  or  bigella  (Zell.)  (Phycitidae),  in  quince  in  baggage  from  Greece. 

Fiorinia  sp.,  not  placed  as  anything  described  (Coccidae),  on  date  in  air  baggage 
from  Saudi  Arabia. 

Gnorimoschema  sp.,  near  or  borsaniella  (Koehl.)  (Gelechiidae),  in  pepper  in  air 
baggage  from  Argentina. 

Harmolita  sp.  (Eurytomidae)  on  pampasgrass  in  air  baggage  from  Turkey  and  on 
esparto  grass  in  cargo  from  Italy. 

Heilipus  sp.  (Curculionidae)  in  avocado  seed  in  air  baggage  from  Panama  and 
baggage  from  Mexico. 

Heliothis  sp.,  presumably  armigera  (Hbn.)  (Noctuidae),  with  cauliflower  in  stores 
from  Greece,  in  chili  pepper  in  stores  from  Japan,  in  tomato  in  cargo  from  the  Canary 
Islands,  in  eggplant  in  stores  from  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  and  in  corn  stalk  in 
aircargo  from  Spain.

Lygaeidae,  subfamily  Pachygronthin^e,  not  represented  in  the  U.S.  National 
Museum  Collection,  on  protea  seed  in  aircargo  from  the  Republic  of  South  Africa. 
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Malacorhinus  sp.  (Chrysomelidae),  not  in  the  U.S.  National  Museum  Collection, 
on  orchid  plant  in  air  baggage  from  Jamaica(?). 

Megastigmus  sp.  (Torymidae)  in  white  spruce  seed  in  cargo  from  Denmark. 

Mesolecanium  sp.  (Coccidae),  not  placed  as  described,  on  bromeliad  in  cargo  from 
Mexico. 

Miridae,  subfamily  Bryocorinae,  tribe  Bryocorini,  not  in  the  U.S.  National  Museum 
Collection,  on  agave  in  cargo  from  Mexico. 

Myelois  group  (Phycitidae),  a  species  not  represented  in  the  U.S.  National  Museum

Olethreutidae,  not  represented  by  larval  stage  in  the  U.S.  National  Museum  Collec¬ 
tion,  in  legume  pod  in  stores  from  Japan. 

Phatnoma  sp.  (Tingidae),  not  in  the  U.S.  National  Museum  Collection,  in  cacao 
bean  pod  in  air  baggage  from  Ecuador. 

Phyllobrotica  sp.  (Chrysomelidae)  on  lily  bulb  in  cargo  from  Japan. 

Pieris  sp.,  probably  brassicae  (Pieridae),  with  military  cargo  from  Greece. 

Premnotrypes  sp.  (Curculionidae)  (7  times)  in  potato  in  air  baggage  and  stores  from 
Colombia  and  Peru. 

Reticulitermes  sp.,  probably  lucifugus  (Rossi)  (Rhinotermitidae),  on  dahlia  root  in 
baggage  from  Greece. 

Steneotarsonemus  sp.  (Tarsonemidae),  probably  n.  sp.,  on  sweet  orange  in  air  stores 
from  Jamaica. 

Stephanopachys  sp.,  probably  quadricollis  (Marseul)  (Bostrichidae),  in  pine  wood  in 
cargo  from  Portugal. 

Tetranychus  sp  ,  probably  undescribed,  near  cinnabarinus  (Bois)  (Tetranychidae), 
on  nettlespurge  in  baggage  from  Aruba. 

Xyloperthodes  sp  ,  probably  nitidipennis  (Murray)  (Bostrichidae),  in  wawa  log  in 
cargo  from  Ghana.

None  reported  on  this  host  as 
far  as  is  known. 

Hormiscum  sp.  on  boojamtree  plant  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Massaria  sp.  on  Conyza  velutina  cutting  in  aircargo  from  the  Federation  of  Malaya. 
None  reported  on  this  host  as  far  as  is  known. 

Monilia  sp.  on  Bombax  sp.(?)  fruit  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Mycosphaerella  sp.  on  tree  peony  plant  in  aircargo  from  Japan. 

Ophiobolus  sp.  on  coconut  in  baggage  from  Hawaii  and  Tahiti. 

Phomopsis  sp.  on  flame  amherstia  in  aircargo  from  Indonesia,  Lucia  calathea  leaf 
petiole  in  aircargo  from  Canada,  and  smooth  senna  seed  in  mail  from  Southeast  Asia. 

Phyllostida  sp.  on  teatree  in  aircargo  from  Australia. 

Phyllostictina  sp.  on  maile  alyxia  in  air  baggage  from  Hawaii  and  nandina  in  air 
baggage  from  Japan. 

Robillarda  sp.,  close  to  agrostidis  Sprague,  on  Bermuda  grass  in  airmail  from  India. 

Robillarda  sp.  on  vanda  orchid  leaf  in  baggage  from  Venezuela. 

Septoria  sp.  on  common  anthurium  leaf  in  aircargo  from  Belgium  and  on  coriander 
in  baggage  from  Mexico. 
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Sphenospora  sp.,  may  be  new,  on  Huntleya  burtii  orchid  plant  in  aircargo  from  Costa 
Rica,  on  Ly caste  sp.  (?)  leaf  in  aircargo  from  Peru,  and  on  pansyorchid  leaf  in  air  baggage 
from  Panama. 

Sporodesmium  sp.,  close  to  tropicale  Ellis,  on  sago  palm  plant  in  air  baggage  from 
Okinawa.
